The new paganism, he said, is in ­ 
augurating the 
international

gress of Catholic journalists, "is pro­ 
ducing the same state of low world 
morals and dedication to m aterial­ 
ism ” as flourished in the time of 
pagan Rome. 
Neopaganism, particularly in Ger­ 
many. previously has drawn the op­ 
position of the Cardinal. 
Paganism In Germany 
Last year, in a letter to Cardinal 
Schulte, 
archbishop 
of 
Cologne, 
Cardinal Pacelli virtually command- 
ed all Catholic archbishops in Ger­ 
many to challenge and oppose the 
philosophy 
of 
neopaganism 
ad­ 
vanced by Dr. Alfred Rosenberg. 
Doctor Rosenberg, philosophic dic­ 
tator of the third 
Reich, is the 
author of “The Mvth of the Twen­ 
tieth Century.” which is the foun­ 
dation stone of the German pagan­ 
ist movement. 
In it is advanced 
the idea of a totally German re­ 
ligion. based on Germanic h e r o s 
and placing Nazi precepts in the 
sphere of religion. 
Rosenberg’s Book<8 Banned 
Rosenberg and other Nazis of like 
views 
advocate 
a 
Germanic 
cult 
founded on Nordic m etal principle^ 
and Nordic mythology as a substi­ 
tute for Christianity.
